Upon this soil one hundred years 


ago onr forefathers brought to a sue 
coasfnl issue their heroic struggle for 
independeuce here, and there was ea 
tablished and.as we trB9t,rnade secure 
upon this continent for ages y«t to 
come.that principle of governmen 
which is the very fiber of our politi 
cal system, the sovereignty of the 
people. The resentments which at- 
tended and for a time survived the 
clash of arms have long since ceasot 
to animate »ur hearts. It is with no 
feeling of exultation over a defeated 
foe that to day we summon up a re 
mcmbrance of those events whicl 
have made holy the ground whereup- 
on we stand. Surely no such un 
worthy sentiment could find harboi 
jneur hearts, so profoundly thrillec 
with the expression of sorrow anc 
sympathy which our national be- 
reavement has evolved from the peo- 
ple of England and their atigus 
sovereign.

Yet no 
point of real importance is left tin- 
touched, and the points touched aro 
driven home to the dullest mind in that 
simple and earnest language of which 
Lmcolu was a perfect master.

effort lasting over an hour—said to him: 


"Sir, your address will be remembered 


and cherished when mine is forgotten." 
And so it has turned out. Yet 'Everett 
was perhaps the most thoroughly accom- 
plished orator America has produced, and 
the Gettysburg oration was not unworthy 
of his high renown. If less effective 
tlian his predecessor, it was because the 
one appealed to the head ;tnd the other 
to the heart; and at- such times and 
places the feelings are of moro conse- 
quence than the intellect.
